The way is plain; the 
word is clear; we cannot find enough 
old-fashioned words to hide behind 
should judgment overtake us with our 
sins uncleansed by the atoning blood of 
Christ. The Book of God does something 
for the one who plows its fields and reaps 
its harvest. It shows the way to life on 
earth and pulls the curtain for a peep 
into the days to come and life eternal. 
It gives perspective; it puts the life in 
focus and helps a man to see things as 
they are. The Book prepares one for 
the ray of grace that warms the soul and 
stirs the heart, for the impulse of belief 
that works the alchemy of faith and 
makes of sinful sons of Adam a race of 
bloodwashed saints—earth-dwelling citi- 
zens of heaven. —M.M.

Elijah’s Weakness — He was a man of 
like passions with us. He failed in the 
point wherein he was strongest, as Abra- 
ham, Moses, Job, Peter and others have 
done. He suffered from a terrible reac- 
tion. Those who go up go down. He suf- 
fered grievous disappointment, for Ahab 
was still under [ezebel’s sway, and she 
was seeking his life. He was weary with 
the excitement of Carmel and his run 
by the side of Ahab’s chariot. His wish 
was folly: “O Lord take away my life.” 
He fled from death, and yet prayed for 
death.

This was better than medi- 
cine, or inward rebuke, or spiritual in- 
struction. He fed him with food conven- 
ient and miraculously nourishing.

He allowed him to 
tell his grief. This is often the readiest 
relief. He stated his case, and in doing 
so eased his mind. He revealed Himself 
and [THis wavs. The wind, earthquake, 
fire, and still small voice were voices 
from God. He told him good news: “Yet 
I have left me seven thousand in Israel.” 
His sense of loneliness was thus re- 
moved. He gave him more to do, to an- 
oint others, by whom the Lord’s pur- 
pose of chastisement and _ instruction 
should be carried on. 

Let us learn some useful lessons. 

It is seldom right to pray to die. We 
may not destroy our own lives, nor ask 
the Lord to do so. For the sinner it is 
never right to seek to die; for death to 
him is hell! For the saint it is allowable 
onlv within bounds. When we do wish 
to die, the reason must not be impatient, 
petulant, proud, insolent. We have no 
idea of what is in store for us in this 
life. We may yet see the cause prosper 
and ourselves successful. In any case, 
let us trust in the Lord and do good, and

This Matter

“We will hear thee again of this mat- 
ter,” said the men of Athens to Paul, af- 
ter giving his audience on Mars’ hill. 


These philosophers, superstitiously en- 
; grossed, would only 
_zive ear to one whom 
they thought had a 
new slant on soul pur- 
suit. Their position 
has far as God was 
concerned is obvious, 
judging from the sien 
inscribed upon the 
altar, “TO THE UN- 
KNOWN GOD.” You 
can be sure Paul took 
s great pleasure in de- 
-claring our Heavenly Father and_ his 
wondrous works to these whose recog- 
nition of true divinity was not clear. 


The last two words of Acts 17:32, as 
‘seen in the title of this message, refer 
directly to the grand theme of resurrec- 

tion. This indeed registered with these 
men of so-called deep thought. Of course, 
the fact Christ arose made Paul's mess- 
age most formidable, convincing us that 
there is always something in the econ- 
omy of God’s provision capable of ar- 
resting the attention of people in all 
walks of life. People are naturally con- 
cerned with that which they must ulti- 
mately face. To hear about one rising 

from the dead would indeed stir the 
minds of those who are mentally honest, 
to say the least. Since mankind is look- 
ing for security, God in His all-wise 
providence has raised up His son Jesus 
from the dead, revealing the defeat of 
this enemy and giving all the opportun- 
ity of this resurrection assurance. This 
subject was the spark that ignited the 
hearts of the disciples, thus making Paul 
bold to declare to the Athenians our 
God, whom they ignorantly worshiped. 


One glimpse into the sermons of the 
Book of Acts, that were anointedly given 
by the disciples, reveals the subject mat- 
ter with which they were vitally con- 
cerned. This was definitely resurrection 
witness. Matthias was elected to carry 

on this witness along with the eleven 
apostles, according to Acts 1:22. We also 
see Paul in his faithful witnessing before 
the potentates of earth, Felix, Festus, 
and Agrippa, make known this essential 
truth. It just could not be left out. It 
raust be blazoned before all upon earth. 

At Easter time we seem to emphasize 
the truth of this matter by word and 
song, However, should we not endeavor

to make this the spearhead of our Chris- 
tian testimony at all times? I like to sing 
Up From the Grave He Arose the whole 
year through. If limiting this precious 
theme to Easter alone is to be the prece- 
dent, then it must have been Easter all 
the time for the disciples. Hallelujah, we 
rejoice because He lives. 

Please observe the story in the elev- 
enth chapter of John, where we find 


Jesus at the grave of Lazarus. Martha, 
whose brother had died, is seen to be 
exceptionally near to the Lord this time 
and hearing him say, “Thy brother shall 
rise again.” She responds by giving gen- 
eral assent to the fact of a general resur- 


rection at the last day, as any nominal 


believer would acknowledge. But now 
this matter of paramount importance is 
indelibly revealed by the one true author 
of faith and life, who said, “I am the 
resurrection and the life, he that be- 
lieveth in me, though he were dead yet 
shall he live: And whosoever liveth and 
believeth in me shall never die. Believeth 
thou this?” (vss. 25, 26). Talk about a 
timely subject: why, this matter is 
brought to light at most funerals, a daily 
occurrance in all cities. At Christian 
funerals it is most encouraging, whereas 
at others. where the person is not known 
to be a believer, the theory is at least 
explored. Martha’s expedition of faith 
took her speedily into a grand demon- 
stration of God’s miracle-working power, 
that of seeing her brother raised from 
the dead. We rejoice again with her. 

What was it that prompted Paul to 
write thus: “For if we believe that Jesus 
died and rose again, even so them also 
which sleep in Jesus will God bring with 
him.” (1 Thess. 4:14)? It was because 
people in the Thessalonian Church 
were weak in faith along the line of res- 
urrection and were sorrowing as others 
who had no hope. They were not to be 
ignorant concerning this tremendous 
truth, but know full well that those who 
had died in the faith would rise first 
to meet the Lord at his return. How 
obvious is the manner in which Paul 
declares this truth whether to Christians 
weak in faith via this epistle, or verbally 
to a group of philosophers worshiping 
in ignorance. 

This matter also was of great import- 
ance to young Paul Skaug, who quite re- 
cently was incarcerated in the peniten- 
tiary at Carson City, Nevada. It was the 
only hope for one who had forfeited his 
life upon this earth, having satisfied the 
demands of the law with a life for a life. 
Havine willed his eves to someone who 
needed them, and keeping that which 
could not be given away, a genuine ex- 


perience of salvation, he indicated from 
the gas chamber that he wanted to see 
them all in heaven some day. His mother 
some 2,000 miles distant, whom I was 
with at this time, knelt in prayer, crying, 
“Lord, I know I shall see my boy again 
some day, for he has gone to be with 
you. 


“The Sadducees also were invari- 
ably concerned about this matter also. 
It was a small matter to them, for they 
had so little of it as far as faith was con- 
cerned. They just did not believe in it. 
Is it not strange how people will con- 
tinually combat against something they 
say does not exist. The atheist who says 
there is no God always fights against 
Ilim. The Sadducees were always wrang- 
ling over the-resurrection. This consti- 
tuted no small problem for our Lord. 
Jesus, however, knew how to set these 
men straight when He said, “Ye do err 
not know the Scriptures, nor the power 
of God.” One may hear sermons on num- 
erous Bible themes that concern many 
people, but when it comes to the subject 
of life after death, all will prick up their 
ears just like the Athenians who said, 
“We will hear thee again of this catter.” 


People the world over are more or 
less concerned with the high cost of liv- 
ing these days. It is the topic of conver- 
sation on the street corner, in the grocery 
store, and found on the front pages of 
the city news. With this in mind, how 
about the high cost of living forever? It 
cost our heavenly Father His only be- 
gotten son. It cost our Saviour His life’s 
blood, but it only costs you a reasonable 
service, that of presenting your bodies a 
living sacrifice. (Rom. 12:1). The gain 
of the whole world may mean the for- 
feiture of your soul and life everlasting. 
My friend, you can't afford to purchase 
the world, the cost being too high. You 
can, however, obtain something which 
is “out of this world,” and also very con- 
venient for the believer in Christ, the 
risen one. I speak of everlasting life. 
You may not have one penny in your 
pocket, but have a million dollars in your 
soul. Is it not a grand and glorious feel- 
ing? Thanks be unto God our Father. 
You say this is an enormous price to 
pay. But think of the tremendous gain 
you will make, for God’s dividends are 
great, and you will be laying up treas- 
ures in heaven. This, in my opinion, is 
the greatest investment that one could 
ever make. 


This most striking subject is an un- 
avoidable truth arresting the attention 
of every creature. No wonder the com- 
plete gospel message bears much repi- 
tition. Hence, “We will hear thee again 
of this matter.”

The Source of Righteous Enthusiasm 


“When Silas and Timotheus were 
come from Macedonia, Paul was pressed 
in Spirit and testified to the Jews that 
Jesus was Christ.”-—Acts 18:5 


We are all familiar in experience and 
observation with the different effects 
produced in different minds by the proc- 
lamation of the same truths. To some it 
is but a mere song in the air, carelessly 
heard, soon forgotten. The utterance 
may awaken violent, vehement opposi- 
tion in others, rousing their whole na- 
ture to withstand it. Some may accept 
the proclamation with a languid, passive 
spirit, assured of its verity, but wholly 
indifferent to its real import; others may 
receive it with all gladness, rejoicing not 
only to hear but to repeat it to others 
with enthusiastic delight. A_ lighted 
match falling on a granite rock or pile 
of sand is extinguished; but the same 
when applied to wood, kindles a genial 
glow, or to powder creates a flame and 
explosion. So with truth. Even Christian 
minds are affected by the same truth 
very differently at different times. In a 
languid mood the message kindles no 
passion and inspires no purpose, but at 
another time it seems as if it were the 
very voice of God to our spirit; it enters 
our life as an inspiring energy, and we 
cannot rest till we tell it to others. As 
a fire in our bones, it works as a mighty 
irrespressible impulse. 

Paul was familiar with these varying 
experiences. When he was at Athens— 
the center of art and history, the shrine 
of paganism, where it was said, “it is 
easier to find a god than a man,’ a city 
whose culture, learning and magnifi- 
cence could not but attract his eye— 
his spirit was stirred within him as he 
saw the prevailing idolatry. At Rome, 
too, he saw and felt the power of her 
imperial greatness and was not ashamed 
of the gospel of the Son of God. But 
now at Corinth, where he had been for 
a time, though he every week preached 
in the synagogue, and talked at other 
times with Jews and Greeks, it does not 
seem that he was putting forth any spe- 
cial or strenuous effort to reach the peo- 
ple. He may have been disheartened. 
Here was a center of commerce, a popu- 
lation promiscuous and vicious, full of 
hate and greed, noisy and selfish. There 
was little interest in high art. Inquisitive 
philosophers did not gather here, as at 
Athens, but traffickers and seafaring peo- 
ple, rather. Moreover, Paul’s necessities 
led him to labor as a tent-maker. It 
seems as if he thought it of no use to 
preach continuously. 

But the vision was at hand, and with 
it the emphatic command, “Speak!” 
Even now was he straitened. The same 
word is used by the Saviour as to [lis

baptism of suffering (Luke 12:50); in 
reference to Jerusalem pressed by arm- 


ies, with successive circumvallations; 
and by Paul (Phil. 1:23), when he says 
that he is “in a strait betwixt two.” Now 
that the help brought him by Silas and 
Timotheus released him from labor, he 
yielded to an urgent and imperative im- 
pulse, testifying that Jesus was Christ. 
Oppositions did not deter. When the 
Jews blasphemed, he took his robe, and 
said, “Your blood be upon your own 
heads; I am clean. Henceforth I will go 
unto the Gentiles.” 

We are apt to regard the great apos- 
tle as a flaming star that burned incess- 
antly. We forget his human moods, 
though he records them. We rejoice in 
these recorded imperfections of the good, 
so far as they show the triumphs of di- 
vine grace, for they encourage us to 
trust in the same ennobling and over- 
ruling grace in the midst of our own 
manifest and manifold infirmities. Ris- 
ing from his apparently passive condi- 
tion, urged by the assurance, “J am with 
thee, and no man shall set on thee,” he 
boldly and ardently proclaimed the 
truth as it is in Jesus. 


This enthusiasm of Paul was justifi- 
able; his inertness was not. Moods likes 
this might have led him to say that he 
was not meet to be an apostle: but when 
he reflected upon the truth, it filled and 
thrilled him, now he was ready to preach 
to prince or peasant, slave or Magdalene; 
for he saw human nature, though fallen, 
to be intrinsically royal. Man was great 
in his possibilities, great in his alliance 
with God. Sin was a terrific evil. He had 
felt it in his own soul. He saw it in men 
and in communities about him, in the 
pride and bigotry of the Jews at Jerusa- 
lem, in the imperial cruelty and wrong 
at Rome, and in the atrocious and re- 
pellent sensuality at Corinth. He saw, 
too, the power of the gospel to reno- 
vate and save man. He believed that 
eternal life and death hinged on the ac- 
ceptance or rejection of Jesus Christ. 
These were living convictions. Thev 
were the springs of his enthusiasm, and 
they justified it. 

A man drops from an ocean steamer 
into the sea. You shout aloud for help to 
save him from instant and awful peril. 
No one blames you. A trivial occurrence 
would not warrant an outcry. Fanaticism 
is sometimes shown in its disproportion- 
ate zeal for unimportant matters; but 
Paul was pressed by an imminent and 
awful truth that menaced the ungodly. 
His enthusiasm would be ours if his con- 
victions were really ours. 

There is an enormous power in such 
an enthusiasm. So it proved at Corinth 
when Paul’s soul flamed forth in eager 


utterance. The power of truth is meas- 
ured oftentimes by the resistance it 


awakens in the hearts of men. So bit- 
terly did the Jews hate him, they were 
ready to invoke the aid of Rome—an- 
other hated power—to crush Paul. We 
ought not to be cast down because to- 
day atheistic men assault Christianity 
with virulent and venomous speed. This 
is but the answer of man’s rebellious will 
to God's authoritative voice. Were there 
no opposition to the Bible we might 
think that there was no power in it. 


The work Paul did at Cornith showed 
that his enthusiasm had a vital energy. 
Even in that wicked city, amid the fes- 
tering vice, which was an obstacle to the 
gospel outside the church and a source 
of weakness and temptation to those 
within it, reclaimed in part from its in- 
fluence—even here Paul gained “much 
people” to the Lord, jewels for the crown 
of Christ. Did we feel the pressure he 
felt, we too would be eloquent in our 
advocacy of the truth, for out of the ful- 
ness of the heart the mouth speaketh. 
The burden of spirit is relieved by earn- 
est speech, and this secret, subtile power 
of soul is contagious. Rome felt it as 
thousands of martyrs gave up their lives 
for the Lord Jesus. Medieval ages felt it © 
as Christian missionaries carried to sav- 
age tribes the gospel that became the 
seed of Christian commonwealths. Ger- 
many and England felt this intrepid and 
heroic enthusiasm—in short, all self-sac- 
rifice founded on conviction of the truth 
of God, illustrate the abiding and tri- 
umphant power of this element of life. 


We infer, then what is our great lack. 
It is the pressure of the word spoken of 
in the text. We do not have it as we 
ought. The church of Christ does. not 
have it. We are trying to push a steamer 
across the sea, only using tepid water. 
Without this full and mighty pressure of 
consecrated enthusiasm, our example 
preaching, teaching and giving are all 
defective in impulse and in power. 

Therefore we see the duty of prayer 
for the Holy Ghost. Kindled as at Pente- 
cost. our love will then make our life 
vocal and articulate with a divine mess- 
age. Our inertness will be rebuked as 
we contemplate the devotion of Paul un- 
der the pressure of his illuminated sense 
of truth and duty. Baptized anew, the 
church will go on from conquest to con- 
quest. All the swift and mighty move- 
ments of civilization will then point to 
the near coming of the Son of Man, the 
Judge and God of the whole earth! The 
Lord hasten that day!

A 
lightning bug converts fuel to light with 
an efficiency of more than 90 per cent. 
In comparison. a fluorescent lamp, which 
is twice as efficient as an ordinary in- 
candescent bulb, rates a conversion ef- 
ficiency of onlv 3.2 per cent. In spite of 
man’s tremendous scientific advances, 
we still have a long way to go to equal 
the efficiency of some of God’s creatures. 
African Danger 

There are 2.6 million whites in South 
Africa who are about to ignite a confla- 
gration involving 12 million of their col- 
ored neighbors that in turn could touch 
off a continent-wide turmoil involving 
the 150 million negro population which 
surrounds the scant four million white 
minority.

AEC will 
soon ask for and probably get another 
six billion dollars. When this money is 
spent on new, strange, secret and dan- 
gerous equipment, the AEC will be big- 
ger than the Bell Telephone System, now 
the largest business organization in the 
U. S. This giant machine, only five years 
old, is ever increasing as the days go by. 
Air Blades 

Dr. E. F. Fullam of General Electric 
Company has told about a slicing ma- 
chine that apparently does it work with- 
out even touching the material it slices. 
A small circular blade is spun by an 
electric motor at 65,000 rpm. Its rim, 
moving faster than sound, forms a cut- 
ting edge of compressed air much sharp- 
er than a razor. Hard metal can be sliced 
into films two-millionths of an inch thick. 
Since the blade does not get dull, Dr. 
Fullam believes that it never touches the 
work. Air sharper than a razor! Yet that 
is nothing compared to the Word of God, 
for it “is sharper than any two-edged 
sword, piercing even to the dividing 
asunder of soul and spirit, and of the 
joints and marrow, and is a discerner of 
the thoughts and intents of the heart.” 
Bibles in World’s Largest Hotel 

The Conrad Hilton in Chicago is the 
world’s largest hotel. It has 3,000 rooms. 
If one slept in a different room each 
night, it would take over eight years to 
sleep in all of them. If one were to go 
on an inspection tour spending only five 
minutes in each room, it would take 
over 30 days at eight hours a day. When 
in Chicago in July, I was anxious to see 
this mammoth hotel, for I had heard that 
when this hotel was returned to civilian 
ownership after the close of the war that 
the owners would not open it until the 


Gideons had the opportunity of putting. 


a Bible in each room. When we get to 
heaven it will take us all eternity to 
visit all the rooms in the New Jerusalem.

Brazil Johnsons 

(Though Brother and Sister Bernhard 
Johnson have their main work in Var- 
ginha, Minas, they have opened churches 
and outstations in many other Brazilian 
communities. ) 

July 27 was a big day for the Chris- 
tians and us in the town of Tres Pontas, 
as it was the dedication of our new 
church. In the early morning cars, buses 
and trucks brought loads of Christians 
from all the towns around both near and 
far. Everybody returned in the evening 
saying it was the best dedication they 
had ever attended. 

August 8 we left home again on a 
long trip to a town close to the largest 
mountains in Brazil. Arriving at our des- 
tination about noon, we found the Chris- 
tians eagerly waiting for us, having pre- 
pared the best way they could to receive 
us. A Presbyterian lady let us have her 
big home for the two days of meetings. 
It is located right on the corner of the 
city praca, only 30 meters from the Cath- 
olic church. We opened with a big rally, 
inviting everybody walking in the praca 
to come and join us in the meeting. They 
came running and jammed in the house, 
the windows and doors; everywhere 
there were people. At that meeting we 
invited them for the baptismal service 
the next afternoon, Sunday. 

On the Sunday morning express train, 
Christians arrived from all the different

There we lined up and all marched 
down to the meeting hall. After some 
preparation, we all lined up in files of 
four and marched down to the river, 
which runs through town, and at twelve 
o'clock we started the service in which 
twelve happy candidates were baptized. 
We used our public address system and 
instruments, and the people came run- 
ning as if it were a fire. It was estimated 
that over 1000 people were at the serv- 
ice, including the mayor and his staft 
and the chief of police and his force, 
doctors, lawyers, and even the priest. 
After the service we returned to the 
meeting hall and partook of the Lord’s 
Supper. At the close of this service we 
had the privilege of leading many pre- 
cious souls to Jesus.

As soon as arrangements 
can be completed, they expect to go to 
Formosa to open a Bible school for the 
Chinese there, who are under National- 
ist rule and free to learn the gospel of 
Christ. ) 

When Ecclesia Bible Institute moved 
to Hongkong from Communist Canton 
three years ago, no one dared to expect 
this long a time of peace and quiet. But 
Hongkong has proved to be an island 
of calm in an area of turmoil. 

The past school year began with a 
series of special meetings led by Broth- 
er Osgood, our Field Secretary. A num- 
ber of students received the baptism in 
the Holy Spirit, and God’s blessing con- 
tinued throughout the year. In the spring 
term, the young people, tired from a year 
of constant study, needed a time of re- 
freshing. The Lord sent Brother Mark 
Buntain and Bob Taitinger, Canadian 
evangelists who had been preaching in 
the Philippines. Durine their five days 
with us fifteen more students received 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit and we 
all were brought closer to the Lord. 

Following the meetings came a week 
of review, and then final exams, to- 
gether with preparations for graduation. 
Early on the morning of graduation day, 
all the students and faculty boarded the 
ferry for Hongkong. Our school is on an 
island ten miles from Hongkong. At the 
Assemblies of God church in Kowloon 
(a part of Hongkong) we found the plat- 
form beautifully decorated with many 
baskets of lovely flowers donated by 
friends. The practice of Ecclesia Bible 
Institute is to issue certificates for three 
years of school work completed, and 
then after the student finishes a year of 
satisfactory ministry, he is given a final

diploma. This year we graduated fifteen 
students from the Bible school and gave 
diplomas to eleven of last year’s gradu- 
ates. 

For 1952 graduates there were many 
open doors for service here in this col- 


ony of two million people. Four went 
to help in the work of a new and grow- 
independent Pentecostal church. Three 
have gone to the huge camp of northern 
refugees, where they will preach in our 
new church there and visit from hut to 
hut. Another has joined a former gradu- 
ate who is responsible for a small coun- 
try church. A local church has asked one | 
of the girls to be their Bible woman. 
Another girl has joined the staff of a 
Christian orphanage. Two students have 
started a new work in nearby Macao. 
The school received invitations for more 
workers than there were graduates to 
fill them. 

Mrs. Baker and her Chinese helpers 
prepared a course of study for vacation 
Bible school work. Flannelgraph figures 
to illustrate the ten-day course were 
made by each student in the Bible school 
during the last semester. One team of 
twelve students was specially trained to 
teach the course in five orphanages. 
Other students helped to give the course 
in thirteen churches and schools, reach- 
ing a total of nearly 3000 children. The 
children not only enjoy the Bible-study 
course, they make real decisions for the 
Lord. 

Now that all missionaries have either 
left or been expelled from Communist 
China, the people of that land can be 
reached in only two places—Hongkong 
and the island of Formosa. It is Formosa 
that is especially open to the gospel, and 
we believe that now is the time to open

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At the 1952 General Preshyters Meeting

No hymn could have been more ap- 
propriate for the opening session of the 
General Presbyters meeting than Jesus 
Saviour Pilot Me. As nearly one hundred 
fifty men, led by our General Secretary, 
J. Roswell Flower, began to sing those 
lovely words, the sweet presence of the 
Holy Spirit touched each life until, de- 
spite the typically Midwestern heat, all 
were conscious of a refreshing lift in 
spirit. Undoubtedly each man felt a 
strange lump in his throat as he realized 
with renewed clarity that one man, our 
former General Superintendent, beloved 
of all, would not be present this year— 
or any other year—for he had so recently 
been promoted to an even higher sphere. 
There was also a creat sense of need and 
a deep feeling of dependence upon God 
as our secretary continued to lead the 
opening devotional service. 

After an appropriate Scripture read- 
ing and a rich season of united prayer, 
Brother Flower gave a detailed and in- 
formative account of Brother Steelberg’s 
illness and his recent home-going. He 
also stated clearly his concern for the 
deliberation and decision of the General 
Presbytery to be made at this partic- 
ularly historical session. It was suggested 
that we hold a special season of prayer 

for God’s guidance at this hour. This 
met with hearty approval and was duly 
carried out. 

A detailed account of each session 
would be tedious and of little interest, 
but there were many interesting high- 
lights and moments of excitement, espe- 
cially to a “first timer.” Despite the fact 
that each man undoubtedly asked him- 
selft the question many, many times, 
“Who will be our new General Superin- 
tendent?” there was a marked absence 
of any political maneuvering or election- 
eering. That alone was singularly re- 
freshing to all. And when, after three or 
four ballots, it was announced that 
Gayle F. Lewis was our new General 
Superintendent, there was a quick re- 
sponse to recognize the purpose of God 
and to pledge support and prayers for 
our new leader. 

Prior to the election time, which had 
been fixed as the first order of business 
on Tuesday morning, reports were given 
from each department of the great work 
that is the Assemblies of God. The re- 
ports were gratifying and at the same 
time humbling as one realized through 
them the magnitude of development 
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that a comparatively few short years 
had brought this movement. Here are a 
1ew excerpts 1rom the major reports as 
given to the General Presbyters. 

‘lreasurers report: Otferings to the 
General Council totaled $105,293.99 dur- 
mg the last fiscal year. ‘ne Gospel Fub- 
lisning House reduced its indebtedness 
to the General Council by $225,UuUv, 
which, together with gitts in the amount 
ot $1,941.27, reduced their account with 
tne: General Council to a balance ot 
$223,065.61. The total assets of the Gen- 
eral Council amount to $5,633,484.24. 

Missions Department report: Our mis- 
sionary personnel has increased slightly, 
there being 681 ministers and mission- 
aries on our list engaged in foreign serv- 
ice against 672 reported last year. It may 
be ot interest to know that of this num- 
ber 894 are women, or 58 per cent. Fi- 
nancially also, there has been an in- 
crease of $586,507.99 above our last-year 
figure, or a total of $3,219,912.56 con- 
tributed for world missions. This does 
not include what is reported by our 
Home Missions Department, except for 
the five per cent we transfer from the 
World Missions offerings to the Home 
Missions Department. It does include 
all offerings given direct, as well as tor 
Revivaltime, Speed-the-Light, and office 
expense. The annual per capita giving 
in 1951 was $9.10, while thus far in 1952 
it is $9.82. The actual cash receipts for 
foreign missions totaled $2,626,146.77. 

Home Missions report: Territory of 
Alaska, 97 workers, only 16 of whom are 
partially supported. 

Deaf, 29 workers in 13 states. 

Foreign Language groups, 8 different 
language fellowships. 

Indian, 78 workers in 13 states. 

Jewish, 11 workers in 5 states. 

Prison, 4 workers in 4 states. 

New works, 155 churches established 
and reported since January 1, from 22 
Districts reporting. 

The Executive Presbytery, according 
to its prerogative as set forth in the Gen- 
eral Council constitution, announced the 
appointment of Brother J. O. Savell to 
the office of Assistant General Superin- 
tendent, to fill the vacancy created by 
the election of Brother Lewis. This ap- 
pointment was speedily ratified by the 
General Presbytery amid a spontaneous 
ouiburst of praise to God and spiritual 
worship. There was a sweet sense of 
unanimity that made one to recognize 


that these men were sincerely sensitive 
to the mind of God and desirous of ful- 
filling His purpose. 

One entire session was given over to 
a frank and heart-searching discussion 
of large, city-wide divine healing cam- 
paigns, which have become so prevalent 
in recent months. Many strong positive 
assertions as to our doctrinal position in 
regard to divine healing, as well as ac- 
counts of our practical experience in the 
miraculous and the supernatural, were 
made by men from every section of the 
country. However, there was strong and 
nearly unanimous opinion expressed that 
our movement, from its officials down, 
would discourage those efforts that by 
their very nature seek to aggrandize the 
individual to the obscurement of the 
week and humble Christ and His cross. 
Special attention was given to a con- 
sideration of questionable methods and 
practices employed by some who are en- 
gaged in this type of ministry, and en- 
couragement was given to all to stand 
firmly for sane Scriptural principles. 
This entire discussion was the most en- 
lightening of the whole meeting, for it 
proved the attitude of the brethren. 
There was no spirit that could be classed 
as reactionary, but all seemed sincerely 
desirous that a wholesome appreciation 
for, and a continual experience of, God’s 
miraculous power should prevail 
amongst our constituency. 

To this observer, the outstanding 
thing about this General Presbyters 
meeting was its spiritual tone. Repeated- 
ly during the sessions the presence and 
the glory of the Most High were mani- 
fested until every heart was touched. 
Undoubtedly each man recognized the 
glorious privilege of spiritual fellowship. 
And surely each must have rejoiced in 
His grace, which has made us “laborers 
together with God.”

Seven years ago, in November of 1945, 
a great C. A. convention was held in 
Sacramento. Christ’s Ambassadors 
poured into our capital city from all 
parts of our great Northern California- 
Nevada District. Bob Thomas, soon to 
leave for Argentina, brought a stirring 
message on Saturday morning. An esti- 
mated crowd of 1,200 crowded into 
Bethel Temple on Saturday night to wit- 
ness a half hour broadcast of enthusiastic 
young folks—on fire for Christ. Sunday 
night brought a tremendous climax with 
the evangelist’s message: “Is America 
Free?” 

World War II was grinding to a halt; 
and C. A.’s were conscious that our 
American Way of Life and our freedoin 
to worship Jesus Christ were of great 
importance. The altars were filled with 
young people pouring out their hearts 
in sincere and fervent consecration to 
serve Christ with unswerving loyalty 
and devotion no matter what the cost. 
Many who came to the convention in an 
unsaved or backslidden condition were 
gloriously transformed to born-again be- 
lievers with hearts ablaze with a new 
love for Jesus. Numerous C. A.’s who 
were discouraged, disheartened, or 
erown cold were given a new experi- 
ence—a real shot in the arm—a new zest 
and determination to fight the battle for 
the Lord well. No matter how great the 
odds! 


That's the story, over and over, again 
and again! 1946’s never-to-be forgotten 
joint convention in Fresno’s Civic Audi- 
torium—with its giant 900-strong parade, 
and the $3,899.76 Speed-the-Light offer- 
ing received in an army jeep. 1947’s Tur- 
lock convention with Bill Kirschke and 
Lester Sumerall’s powerful preaching. 
1948's Oakland convention with its Gali- 
lean service on Lake Merritt and the 
ministry of Charles Blair. 


In 1949 our spring conventions were 
started—with a grand time in Reno with 
Evangelist Glen Horst and our giant 
C-46 Speed-the-Light airliner Ambas- 
sador I. That fall Gene Martin thrilled 
hundreds of C. A.’s in the Stockton con- 
vention with his unusual preaching. The 
spring of 1950 saw a lovely convention 
at the top of the Redwood Empire with 
Brother Kenneth Haystead ministering. 
And our fall convention in San Jose was 
honored with the presence of Assistant 
General Superintendent Bert Webb. 

Last year in the spring it was Johnny 
Tinsman’s anointed ministry in Redding, 
near the gigantic Shasta Dam; and back 
to Fresno in the fall for another great

joint convention with a stirring mission- 
ary appeal by Missionary Paul Bruton 
and the solid, down-to-earth preaching 
of Paul Gaston. 


This spring was the occasion of a new 
setup on early-year conventions, with 
Oliver Foth bringing inspiration to C. 
A.s from one end of the District to the 
other. 

Now then—final plans are being laid 
for what looks to be one of the best 
conventions ever. Back in Sacramento 
after seven years, but this time to the 
huge Civic Auditorium! More about that 
in a few moments, but first let’s stand 
still and look back over these seven years 
in retrospect.

Ambassadors organization only func- 
tions properly as you fulfill your respon: 
sibilities as local representatives.

Some Rules For Living

Put God first. This is the one rule that 
guided the Hebrew nation.

Here is the same 
insistence upon undivided loyalty. Life 
at its best is singleness of purpose (Matt. 
6:22). The personality of man is incap- 
able of duai allegiance. 


Keep your worshin spiritual. Israel 
learned by God’s judgment on idolatry. 
God would not accept a substitute. Ex- 
odus 20:4-5; Deut. 4:15-19. Israel was 
warned to guard against the perils that 
would come to their spiritual life 
through prosperity. The eighth chapter 
of Deuteronomy is a passage everv be- 
Jiever should read once a month. Wealth 
belongs to God! True worship is the 
recognition of God’s goodness to us and 
the homage of our hearts and the devo- 
tion of our lives to Him. God is going to 
speak and have dealings with us. Wor- 
ship cannot be divorced from the way 
we live: Isa. 1:11 and 15:17. Amos 5:21- 
94. Matt. 5:28-24; Mark 12:28-34. We 
cannot substitute ritual for righteousness. 

Keep your sense of values. This is a 
matter of reverence (Exodus 20:7; Matt. 
6:9) and sincerity in speech ( Matt. 5:33- 
37). It is a matter of truth over tradi- 
tion (Micah 6:6-8). The supreme value 
over all is the privilege of discipleship to 
Jesus Christ (Mark 8:34-38). 

Make room for devotion. There has 
been confusion about the meaning of he 
Sabbath. Read Mark 2:27 and Luke 4: 
16; Mark 2:23-26; Matt. 12:9-13; Gal. 
4:10-11. The teaching of Jesus regarding 
the Sabbath had no effect on the scribes 
and Pharisees of His day, but it bore 
fruit in the practice of the earlv Chris- 
tian church. Acts 2:42; 4:32; 20:7; 1 Cor. 
OZ, 

Honor your parents. Charity is not the 
only thing that begins at home. So 
should thoughtfulness, honesty, indus- 
try, education, and manners. Habits, 
ood or bad, are formed there. The home 
fashions the pattern of conduct, of 
thought, of desire; therefore our homes 
ought to be Christian. The standard for 


all time is found in the Ten Command- 
ments. Exodus 20:12; Eph. 6:1, 3. Of 
course there are two sides to this; there 
is the need for sympathetic attitudes of 
parents toward the child. Eph. 6:4. In 
spite of the best training, some children 
side-step the obligation as sons and 
dauchters. Mark 7:9-13. Christ’s earthly 
hom? was an example of right relation- 
chip of children in the home. Luke 2:51- 
Oe. 

Keep yourself pure. Though this kind 
of living is not easy to maintain, empha- 
sis on doing so appears throughout the 
Bible. Prov. 4:14-19; 1 Thess. 5:21-22; 
Prov. 4:20-23. The Apostle Paul agrees 
with Solomon. Our action is not to be 
negative, a continual don’t-do-this sort 
of thing—a living in a religious vacuum. 
We should be motivated by the Spirit of 
Christ. led by the Spirit of God (Ro- 
mans 8:1, 14) in a clean-cut purpose to 
live acceptably before the God Who 
mode us and to the glory of the Christ 
Who died to save us. In doing this we 
shall be living for our own best interest 
both in this life and in the life that is to 
come.

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Some From Our District Are Busy in 


Evangelism in Germany 


(Brothers Richard Ruff and Harold 
Herman have many wonderful stories 
to tell of interesting conversions and 
remarkable healings which have taken 
place in the meetings they have been 
holding in Germany in the gospel tent 
they took with them this last spring 
when they returned for another season 
of evangelism in that country. After a 
very successful meeting in Hamburg, 
they went to Berlin.) 

Two months before we brought the 
gospel tent to Germany, God spoke dur- 
ing prayer to a Christian woman who 
was suffering severely in her body. “If 
you will come to My tent in Barmbeck 
(Place in Hamburg) you will see My 
glory and be healed.” At the time of this 
woman's prayer, we ourselves did not 
know the tent would stand at Barmbeck 
Place. During the first. days of the meet- 
ing the woman came, she saw, and she 
was instantly healed. 

Testings were severe, and a month of 
precious time was used up before we 
could begin the work for which we 
came. There were many, many confer- 
ences with city officials, police, and 
building inspectors. An architect had to 
be hired and blue prints made of every 
stick, rope and stake of the tent before 
we could even put it up. Because of the 
strong winds, great steel cables, as well 
as huge steel stakes (up to five feet long 
and two inches thick) had to be pur- 
chased. But each time we ran into a stone 
wall, God moved and opened the door 
in wonderful faithfulness. Today, the 
tent is approved for use in all German 
cities. 

Because of the heavy schedule, many 
workers were required. God brought 
together a harmonious team. Evange- 
listic preaching was shared by Richard 
Ruff and Harold C. Herman. Olga Ols- 
son and her assistants conducted three 
weeks of highly successful children’s 
meetings. Daily attendance at the three 
o'clock children’s services rose to 250, 
with interest high. The Lord moved to 
save many. This is a land where chil- 
dren’s work is almost unknown. Ben 
Kummerfeld shared with Brother Ruff 
in the afternoon Bible studies, and Jos- 
eph Wilderman spoke several times in 
the afternoon. Fred Wulf, a graduate 
of GTBI, is the tent master. 

As I write these words, I can look 
across my typewriter and out of the tent 
and see a big Communist banner making 
a red splach on the front of a building 
in the Russian sector, just one block 
away. We are 400 meters from Pots- 
damer Place, key crossroads between 
East and West. We are told that literally 
thousands from the East Zone will come 
to the tent as soon as they know it is 
open. Some of the Christians from the
